STILL HELD IN NEW YORK |

Although, According to 
Washington, They Have 
the Right to Traverse Seas 
the Same as Before the 
German Order.

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New York, February 7.—Sailing of 
the American line steamships St. Louis 
and St. Paul, now in the port of New 
York, has been indefinitely postponed, 
it was;announced here tonight by P. A. 
8. Franklin, president of the Interna- 
tional Mercantile Marine. 

The announcement followed an offi- 
cial statement received by telephone 
from the state department at Wash- 
ington, declining to advise private per- 
sons as to whether or not their ships 
should start on voyages which would 
take them within the war zone laid 
down by Germany. The state depart- 
ment pointed out, however, that neu- 
tral vessels may arm themselves for 
defense if the owners so elect, and that 
it is the right of any American vessel 
to traverse any part of the high seas. 

Statement by Franklin. 

After receiving the message from 
Washington, Mr. Franklin issued the 
following statement: 

“The American line announces that 
‘the sailing dates of the steamers St. 
Louis and St. Paul, now in the port of 
New York, have been indefinitely post- 
poned. The following message was re- 
ceived today by telephone from Secre- 
tary of State Lansing: 


“"The government cannot give ad- 
vice to private persons as to whether 
or not their merchant vessels should 
sail on a voyage to European ports by 
which they would be compelled to pass 
through the waters delineated in the 
declaration issued by the German gov- 
ernment on January 381, 1917. 

“"This declaration, however, asserts 
that the rights of American vessels to 
traverse all parts of the high seas are 
the same now as they were prior to the 
issuance of the German declaration and 
that a neutral vessel may, if its owners 
believe that it is liable to be unlawful- 
ly attacked, take any necessary meas- 
ures to prevent or resent attack.’ 

“The American line officers have 
now taken under consideration whether 
to sail their steamers within prohibit- 
ed waters or whether it is their duty 
to provide guns and gunners on their 
own account.” 

The International Mercantile Marine 
today sent out instruction’ to its agents 
throughout the country, requesting 
‘them to cease booking passengers on 
American line ships. 

Bankers Complain. 

Before this announcement was made 
bankers and business interests had 
complained to Postmaster Morgan that 


the delay in the sailing of the St. Louis 
was costing them large sums of money 
in interest charges. Remittances 
amounting to millions of dollars in 
drafts are in the St. Louis’ mail bags, it 
was declared.

Records filed in accordance with neu- 
trality regulations when applications 


were made for passage, showed that 
while many of the persons who Sailed | 
on the liner lived in the United States | 
they were subjects of Great Britain. ' 
The crew numbered 184. 

The cable message received at the' 
Anchor Line offices here announcing | 
the sinking of the California said that | 
160 survivors out of the total of 215 | 
persons aboard the vessel had been | 
landed. Nothing was said of the re-

DEATH COMING 
FOR AMERICANS. 


It is realized that if no citizen of the 
United States was among the victims, 
it merely was a fortunate accident and 
that it can be only a matter of hours 
before Americans are caught in such 
wholesale destruction. 

The California, which was bound 
from New York to Glasgow, is the first 
big passenger steamer to be destroyed 
since the Arabia wa's torpedoed in the 
Mediterranean months ago. Her sink- 
inf has about swept away the last lin- 
gering hope here that Germany after 
all would permit passenger carriers to 
escape in an effort to avoid driving the 
United States to hostilities. 

The message from Consul Frost came 
at the close of anpther day devoted to 
energetic preparations for the war-re- 
garded a's virtually inevitable and to 
guarding against any act by the Unit- 
ed States which might precipitate hos- 
tilities.

NEUTRALS DECLINE 
TO FOLLOW WILSON 


In Breaking Relations With | 
Germany—European N eu- 
trals, However, Strongly 
Protest Against German 


Order. 


Stockholm, February 7.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—Sweden and other Scandinavian 
nations have decided to unite in a 
joint protest to Germany over the lat- 
ter’s submarine blockade, 

Thé answer of the Swedish govern- 
ment to the note which the American 
minister, Ira Nelson Morris, delivered 
to K. A. Wallenberg, the foreign min- 
ister, yesterday has not yet been com- 
municated to Mr. Morris, but the As- 
sociated Press learns from a well-in- 
formed source that Sweden is just as 
firmly resolved now as she has been 
from the first to maintain the strict- 
est neutrality. While Sweden will 
protest against the tone of Germany’s 
new blockade, she will content her- 
self with a protest and will take no 
step which could make it more diffi- 
cult to maintain her neutrality. 

Responsible statesmen declare that, 
even if Sweden desired to follow the 
lead of the United States her situation 
would render this impossible while 
the United States is so favorably sit- 
uated geographically and so mighty 
in resources that it could limit its 
participation in the war to such extent 
as it might desire. Sweden, on the 
contrary, they assert, is exposed to 
great possibilities of harm on either

For Government, Right or Wrong. 

Senator Jones characterized the res- 
Olution as ‘‘ill advised, inopportune and 
uncalled for,” adding:

Possible, However, U. S. 
Ambassador Is Still in Ger- 
many — For a Time Ger- 
many Actually Considered 
Gerard a Hostage. 


Washington, February 7.—Ambassa- 
dor Willard at Madrid reported to the 
state department today that he had 
received a dispatch from Ambassad 
Gerard sent from Berne, Switzerland. 

Although no word came from Am- 
bassador Gerard himself or from Amer- 
ican Minister Stovall at Berne, the 


state department interpreted Mr. Wil-| 


lard’s dispatch as indicating that Mr. 
Gerard had left Berlin and gotten as 
far as the Swiss capital. 

The fact that Mr. Gerard was not 
expected to leave Berlin before Sunday, 
coupled with the possibility that he 
may have sent a dispatch to Berne to 
be transmitted to Ambassador Willard, 


makes it possible, however, that Mr. 
Gerard has not left Germany. 
From European sources outside of 


Germany, the government has learned 
that the German government actually 
did consider Mr. Gerard practically as 
a hostage until it received advices from 
Washington detailing the arrangements 
made for the safe departure of Count 
von Bernstorff. 

The arrival of Mr. Gerard in Berne 
was announced in a dispatch from him 
to Ambassador Willard in Madrid, who 
forwarded it without further informa- 
tion to the state department. 

It was disclosed today that on Mon- 
day the state department sent a long 
dispatch giving the plans worked out 
for the safe departure of the former 
German ambassador and his suite. Any 

lans German officials might have en- 
ertainedi to restrain the departure of 
Mr. Gerard were then dropped. 

The German government's action is 
believed to have been more in the na- 
ture of a move to compel a safe return 
of Count von Bernstoérff through the 
allied blockade rather than any step 
against Mr. Gerard or the United 
States. 

Berlin, Tuesday, February 6.—(Via 
London, February 7.)—The foreign of- 
fice thus far has received no definite 
information in regard to the former 
German ambassador at Washington, 
Count von Bernstorff, which probably 
must arrive before the details of Am- 
passage Gerard‘s departure can be dé- 
cided. ' 

Mr. Gerard has not yet received his 
passports, and does not know definitely 
when he will depart, although he has 
decided upon the route via Switzerland.

Putting Down New Ships. 


Noting that more and more mer- 
chant shipping coming under the direct 
requisition of the government and that 
the shipping controller was utting 
down a large number of new ships, Mr. 
Bonar Law said he did not minimize 
the submarine danger, but that some 
of the best brains in the country at 
large and among naval men was con- 
centrated upon the problem. Alto- 
gether, he declared, he was not with- 
out hope, whatever the ravages of sub- 
marines ‘might be, that something 
might be done to replace the lost ton- 
nage by new ships. 

Mr. Bonar Law did not wish to say 
anything about the action taken by the 
government of the great republic, ex- 
cept to point out that President Wilsen 
had shown throughout—indeed, to an 
extent which had led*some to criticise 
him—that he desired to preserve neu- 
trality. 

“He has shown,” continued the chan- 
cellor, “that he desires peace—I won't 
say peace on any terms, but on any 
terms which the allies can be induced 
to accept. The fact that the United 
States government has broken’ with 
Germany is in itself the best testimony 
to the justice of our cause and the il- 
legality of the methods whereby our 
enemies are trying to secure victory.” 


Mask of Humanity Thrown Aside. 


In the house of lords today the Mar-

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THE STATE ROAD LEASE. 


The new lease of the state-owned West- 


ern and Atlantic railroad to the present 
lessee, the Nashville, Chattanooge and St. 
Louis Railroad company, just consummated, 
constitutes a gratifying solution of a very 
tangled problem. 

In the first place, the state was con- 
fronted by the fact that, in its last analysis, 
there was only one railroad really in posi- 
tion to bid for the lease of the state’s road, 
and that the present lessee. 

In the second place—and what might 
have been a very serious complication—that 
one railroad, the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis, did not depend absolutely upon 
the Western and Atlantic as an avenue of 
entrance to Atlanta and the Atlanta terri- 
tory. 
ties of its obtaining entrance to Atlanta 


In other words, there were possibili- 


through any one of three or four other di- 
rect or combination railroad arrangements 
between Chattanooga and Atlanta, involving 
privately-owned rail lines, either of which 
probably would have been glad to have taken 
advantage of a traffic arrangement which 
would have been mutually agreeable and 
profitable. 

It is a fact beyond dispute that as solely 
a local road the Western and Atlantic would 
be a burden upon the state. So, had the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis not 
have taken the road, and if any other rail- 
road and the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis had entered into a traffic-handling 
arrangement between Chattanooga and At- 
lanta, the state’s road, thus cut off from its 
feeders, would have found itself in hard 
straits, and it could not have been cperated 
Save at a loss, because on its through busi- 
ness depends very largely the yalue of the 
road. 

The present lease, due to expire in De- 
cember, 1919, was made twenty-seven years 
ago on the basis of an increase over the last 
lease of $10,000 a month. The new lease, 
just announced, is a renewal upon the basis 
not only of $10,000 a month increase in reve- 
nue to the state over that received under 
the present lease, but an additiona! increase 
in the form of tax payments, improvements, 
etc., amounting to a handsome revenue in 
itself. 

All in all, the Western and At'antic rail- 
road commission is to be commended for 
its good work on behalf of the state’s inter- 
ests: and the new lessee, being likewise the 
old one, is also to be commended for the 
spirit of fairness, conciliation and conces- 
sion with which it has entered upon the 
whole negotiation. 

The evident desire to do only what is 
right and fair, without undue haggling over 
petty detail, without selfishness or greed 
upon the part of either interest in the bar. 
gain, has enabled the lessor and the lessee 
to reach a very happy solution of a problem 
which will give no further worry to any 
living man having now attained his ma- 
jority! 

In the meantime, one of the happiest of 
all of the aspects of the new deal is that it 
removes a source of constant irritation, 
friction and trouble-making from the politics 
of Georgia. in this feature alone the whole

Judge 
Newman is past seventy years of age, it is 
true, but he is in no way incapacitated. His 
mind is as clear as a bell and his heart is 
as tender and true as ever. He turns off 
more work today in his court than many of 
his associates who are far younger, and all 
that he does is done well. The lawyers who 
practice under him are loyal to him in every 
way. They do not want to see him off the 
bench. They know his worth and his 
ability. 

One of the arguments against Judge 
Newman, as advanced by those who seek 
his retirement, is that he is one-armed, and 
that that physical defect tends to make him 
less useful. He lost his arm in the servics 
of the confederacy. That is sufficient answer 
to any such talk. And besides, it has noth- 
ing to do with his efficiency.

“The trouble is that our people fail to 
see the seriousness of Our present situation, 
insofar as national defense is concerned. 
Many seem to have'‘an idea that an army 
could be improvised im some sort of way in 
a few weeks’ time and that Ameficans are 
naturally superior as soldiers to any other 
people. Of course, we in the army know 
different, experience having proved ‘beyond 
all doubt that, under modern conditions, it 
takes upwards of a year’s intensive training 
to make a soldier and that it would be out 
of the question to send an extemporized 
force against the trained veterans of 
Europe.”

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Federal Good Roads Appropriation 
Held Up by Postoffice Department 


Due to a fight which rural route mail 
carriers and the United States postoffice de- 
partment are making upon the proposed 
method of distribution of the federal good 
roads appropriation, the entire sum of $75,- 
000,000 for all the states in the union is held 
up pending a ruling from the United States 
attorney general, according to the statement 
of Judge T. E. Patterson, chairman of the 
Georgia highways commission. 

The federal statute appropriating this 
money provides that it shall be spent with 
money, dollar for dollar, put up by the states, 
with the understanding that none of the fed- 
eral money is to be spent upon any road 
which is not used as a rural mail rqute. 

Under this arrangement the Georgia high- 
ways commission, as well as the correspond- 
ing bodies of other states, laid their plans 
to construct a system of state highways, 
using such portions of rural routes as trav- 
erséed the proposed main highways, and build- 
ing at the sole expense of the state or the 
counties such links as intervene where two 
rural routes fail to make physical connec- 
tion upon a proposed highway. Thus, be- 
tween Atlanta and Macon, for instance, a 
rural route out of Griffin comes northward 
almost to Sunny Side, and then makes a 
loop back to Griffin, while another route 
g0es southward from Hampton almost to 
Sunny Side and makes a loop back to Hamp- 
ton, leaving a gap of road not used for rural 
route purposes to be built without federa. 
aid between the points where the Hampton 
and the Griffin routes leave the main high- 
way. 

Now comes the postoffice department with 
the objection that it is not the meaning of 
the federal statute that the federal road fund 
shall be used for the improvement of por- 
tions of rural routes with the view of bring- 


ing about the ultimate improvement of a 
stretch of highway, parts of which are not 
traversed by rural routes, but that a rural 
route, when it is improved in part, must be 


improved in its entirety. The result of this | 


position on the part of the postoffice depart- 
ment would be that to improve the portion 
of the Griffin route which traverses the main 
Atlanta-to-Macon highway would make it 
necessary that the entire route loop out of 
and back into Griffin must be improved. 

The upshot of this sort of road improve- 
ment would be that thousands of dollars 
would have to be spent on stretches of road 
which few, people, with the exception of the 
rural route mail carrier himself, ever travel, 
while roads bearing heavy traffic would have 
to suffer. 

It is pointed out that it is obviously im- 
possible to work out a system of inter-coun 
ty public roads with federal aid, if it should 
become necessary to spend the federal money 
according to the plan urged by the postoffice 
department. 

The position of the postoffice department 
has been referred to the United States at- 
torney general for an interpretation of the 
federal statute. Judge <’atterson has just 
returned from Washington, where he con- 
ferred with the attorney general’s department 
and offered Georgia’s objections to the plan 
of the postoffice department. 

In the meantime Georgia’s five-year pro- 
gram of road building is practically complet- 
ed and is waiting fur the opinion from the 
attorney general before decision can be 
reached upon the highways first to be im- 
proved and the actual work of improvement 
begun. This situation is holding up the ex- 
penditure of $137,000 for Georgia for .916, 
which is yet unexpended, and $268,656 for 
1917. -

AID IN PAVING WORK 
SOUGHT BY ATLANTA 
REFUSED BY COUNTY 


“If the city of Atlanta, with the revenue 
it receives, cannot set aside $25,000 for the 


repaving of Peachtree street on its own 


hook, it is time it went out of the street- 
building ‘business,” said Chairman Oscar 
Mills, of the board of couftty commissioners, 
yesterday morning when city officials sought 
to enlist the county forces in the needed im- 
provement of downtown Peachtree. 

As far as the county is concerned, the 
project to repave the street from Five Points 
to Ivy street was killed at the meeting when 
council’s official request that the. county 
commissioners have Fulton county bear the 
expense of the city in the undertaking’ was 
declined. Chairman Mills stated that the 
county was spending $80,000 in the repaving 
of Peachtree road from Fifteenth street to 
Buckhead, which work is now in progress. 

John E. Murphy, who urged that the 
county bear the city’s expense, said that $30,- 
000 would be the approximate amount need- 
ed. He declared that the commission should 
do this work, as the city is in such finan- 
cial embarrassment that it is impossible to 
undertake the work. 

“The present condition of downtown 
Peachtree,” he said, “is a reflection on the 
county as well as the city.” 

Chairman Mills said: 

“The city of Atlanta furnishes about 76 

per cent of the county’s revenue, and last 
yeaf we spent 74 per cent of this sum on 
ublic improvements within the city limits. 
t woudn’t be fair to look to College Park, 
Hapeville, East Point and the other little 
communities to assume the burden of the 
courthouse, municipal court, jail and alms- 
house expenses. 

“We realize the shameful condition of 
Atlanta’s streets. But we cannot devote our 
entire revenue to the upkeep of city streets. 
For the past two years we have been giving 
Atlanta more than its share. 

“Tf the county agreed to repave down- 
town Peachtree, we would have to borrow 
the money and pay at least 4 per cent inter- 
est. The city can borrow the money just 
as easily as the county. I don’t see’ why the 
city doesn’t step out, borrow some money 
and do this work on its own hook.” — 

Two other requests made by the city, for 


the paving of Wellington avenue and of 
West Ontario avenue, were referred to the 


public works committee. 


Says West Peachtree 
Was Botched Only 
Beyond Sixth Street | 


Editor Constitutfon: Regarding the West 
Peachtree paving, there is as much differ- 
ence between the paving from Baker to 
Sixth street and that beyond Sixth street 
as there is between chalk and cheese, and 
the two sections of road ought to serve the 
purpose of illustrating the difference be- 
tween a good and bad pavement. 

The old resurfacing beyond Sixth street is 
in holes in less than a year and was worth 
practically nothing, while the new paving 
south of Sixth street should prove a good 
piece of work, so far as I can judge, and I 
watched the work as it was being done, in 
both cases.

As part and parcel of their campaign to 
increase the personal prperty tax returns 
of Atlanta’s citizens through suggestion and 
persuasion, the executive committee of the Ad 
Men’s club has secured certain important 
changes in the city tax returns blanks upon 
wheih current property returns are being 
made.

be made in person and under oath.
